1 . This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide 
and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to 
comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .821 through 1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice 
To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid 
Sequence Disclosures, and further explained herein: 

In particular, the application has 2 different paper copies of the sequence listing; in the "first" version, 
SEQ ID No:l has 3389 base pairs (and 664 amino acids , at page 62), while in the "second version", SEQ ID 
No:l has 3385 base pairs (and 662 amino acids, at page 5 of the second sequence listing). It is noted that the 
specification recites that SEQ ID No: 1 has 3389 base pairs, page 29, last line . While applicants requested, on 
paper #4 filed October 08, 1999, that the "compliant computer readable form of the Corrected Sequence 
Listing submitted on May 1999 in pending prior application Serial No.08/922,635 be used" and that "the paper 
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copy of the Corrected Sequence Listing ... is identical to the compliant computer readable form submitted for 
co-pending prior application Serial No.08/650,766 ", there is no statement that the content of the CRF and 
paper copy include no new matter. Furthermore, Applicants did not request that the "first" version should be 
canceled and replaced with the "second" version.. 

Applicants is also requested to amend the specification so that the SEQ ID and characteristics of the 
SEQ ID (nucleotides or amino acid lengths) are consistent between the CRF, the paper copy, and the 
specification, including the claims if applicable. No new matter should be added. It is noted that the lengths of 
the sequences in the "second" sequence listing do not match the lengths for the corresponding SEQ ID 
disclosed in the specification, for example SEQ ID No: 1 has 3385 nucleotides in the sequence listing, and 3389 
nucleotides in the specification, page 29, last line. Applicant is requested to check that all sequence information 
is consistent between the specification, the CRF, and the paper copy of the sequence listing. 

Applicant is given ONE MONTH, or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the date of this letter 
within which to comply with the sequence rules, 37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825. Failure to comply with these 
requirements will result in ABANDONMENT of the application under 37 CFR 1.821(g). Extensions of time 
may be obtained by filing a petition accompanied by the extension fee under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a). 
In no case may an applicant extend the period for response beyond the SIX MONTH statutory period. Direct 
the response to the undersigned.
